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THE ONSET of autumn is a very important time for 
Jonathan Hoskyns of North Perrott Fruit Farm who 
is busy with apple picking despite a poor crop this 
year. 

Carrying on the tradition that goes back to when his 
grandfather set up the farm in 1930, continued on by 
his father on land that has been in the family for 300 
years, he and wife Anwen embrace the historical value 
of the farm but have taken it into the next century. 

Now they not only grow a variety of fruit but have 
made a name with their own specialist apple juices 
and run a farm shop and garden centre with a cafe 
selling local produce and crafts. 

They are also involved in a co-operative for storing, 
grading and marketing of the fruit they produce. 
Jonathan and Anwen were delighted to be included 
in the showcase of local businesses presented to Her 
Majesty the Queen on her visit to Crewkerne in May 
and chatted with her about the joys of having an or¬ 
chard. 

They are busy building up to apple day which is ac¬ 
tually a weekend, celebrating the harvest with 
food, games and crafts on October 13th 
and 14th. 

• WHAT is your favourite apple? 

Kidds late orange or orange red as 
it's known, it has a rose petal like 
flavour. It is very unusual and has 
a delicious texture and flavour 
with a season from October to 
December, so quite short. 

It's one of those you can enjoy " 
when it's there. 

• WHEN did you start helping 
on the farm? 

Not until I was 11 or 12, previously I 
was in South Petherton and my 
grandparents had the farm. I remem- 
ber earning wages by putting apple logs 
in bags for Christmas and picking early Dis¬ 
covery apples. 

• WHAT is the most popular apple to the public? 

Traditionally it has always been the Cox's Orange Pippin 
but the English Gala, has increased in popularity so we 
have been planting more of those. It is related to the Cox's 
but has a harder texture and tends to retain its firmness 
longer. 

• WHEN did you introduce the juices? 

It was in 1995, my father had dabbled in it back in the sev¬ 
enties, when he also did farmhouse scrumpy but the cider 
tax put paid to that. Back then apple juice was more of a 
low end product but now we have a top of the market 
hand-made luxury item which is nothing like those con¬ 
centrate juices you get in the supermarkets. 

• IF you could meet anybody who would you choose? 
Winston Churchill, I do have an interest in history and 
when you look back over the last 100 years, he was prob¬ 
ably the most controversial figure who ended up being 
right. 

• WHAT would three things would you want on your 
desert island? 

I would like an iPod or the equivalent so I could play lots 
of the music I listened to in my teens, the late 70s and 80s. 
Can I have the internet too? I'm a bit of a news junkie and 




would be lost without the abil¬ 
ity to browse the news chan- 

• nels. Lastly a small sharp knife 
so I could whittle away, it's 
very therapeutic. I always 
carry a knife because I do a 
lot of budding. 

• • WHAT is your favourite 

time of year on the farm? 

Blossom time, because that's 
when the farm looks the neatest. 
Everything is tidy and the farm is full 
of potential, and it's generally very 
pretty. 

• DO you have any unfulfilled ambitions? 

I rather have an inclination to fly, my father used to fly 
light aircraft and I was once given the opportunity to fly 
with a friend. So if I could go back and have my life again 
as something else I would be a pilot. 

• DO you have any hobbies? 

I had lots of hobbies and interests in the past but now 
with 15-year-old children I try to show an interest in 
theirs. I learnt to sail when I was at school and the children 
just did a sailing course at Sutton Bingham so I think 
dinghy sailing is going to be the thing for a while. 

• IF you could go back in history where would you 
go? 

One of my daughters asked me that the other day. My an¬ 
cestors owned land around here from 1760 so I think it 
would be fascinating to be put back in their shoes and 
find out why they invested in land around North Perrott. 
• DO you have more changes planned for the farm? 
Nothing desperately new, we are planting a new orchard, 
mostly Gala,and try to add new varieties each year and 
get new things in the shop. 

• IF you were given silly money what would you do? 

I'd invest it wisely, carry on with the farm but go on holi¬ 
day. SEE page 10

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Councillors resign in row over 
sports and community centre 


TWO Crewkerne town council¬ 
lors tendered their immediate 
resignation during the full coun¬ 
cil meeting on Monday evening, 
following a heated exchange 
about ongoing expenses at the 
new George Reynolds Sports 
and Community Centre. 

The council had already been 
seeking a new member by co¬ 
option following the recent res¬ 
ignation of the deputy mayor 
Sue White. 

Ron and Teresa Bond, who 
were the only Conservatives on 
the council, walked out after 
discussions regarding the 
George Reynolds Centre, during 
which the directors of the new 
management company, Crewk¬ 
erne Sports and Youth Activities 
Ltd (CSYAL) made a presenta¬ 
tion to ask for money to equip 
the building. 

The Bonds, who had previ¬ 
ously fought against the siting 
of the facility and protested 
about its cost to the community, 
were outraged at the request 
from the new management com¬ 
mittee for a £20,000 loan to start 
the business until the main users 
- the sports club, Jigsaw play¬ 
group and out of school club 
from West One- had a chance to 
tie up their loose ends and begin 
contributing. 

They also requested £5,495 to 
purchase a specialist computer 
system which would run the tills 
and operate a back office sys¬ 
tem. 

The council was also asked to 
discuss a three-year rent free pe¬ 
riod. 

Former councillor Peter Chard 
had spoken on the issue during 
the public forum, when he ques¬ 
tioned the figures in the original 
business plan. He said he had 
asked at the time if the £825,000 
figure for the project was the 
bottom line and had understood 
there were to be no more de¬ 
mands made upon the council. 

Mr Bond reiterated this point 
and said the town council had 
already provided the project

with an amount of money 
and the additional ex¬ 
penses being requested 
had not been in the busi¬ 
ness plan. 

Mrs Bond expressed her 
opinion very strongly and 
described the business 
plan as “a fairytale”. 

She said: “We shouldn’t 
be going into a commer¬ 
cial enterprise, we will be 
subsidising a bar that will 
be for private members. 
What will they be asking 
for next? This is a step too 
far.” 

In a letter the district 
valuer had suggested an 
annual rent of £22,000 for 
the tenants to pay after the 
free three year period. 
CSYAL will manage the 
building on behalf of the 
council and sublet to Jig¬ 
saw and the out of school 
club. 

Councillor Andrea Stu¬ 
art pointed out that if they 
had employed a manage¬ 
ment team it would cost 
them more than £22,000 
per year. 

Mrs Bond questioned 
how the district valuer 
had mentioned a three- 
year rent free period when 
she understood they 
would be discussing it 
that night. She was in¬ 
formed that all the items 
on the agenda had been 
discussed at previous 
meetings. 

Mr Bond pointed out 
that there were many peo¬ 
ple in the town who 
would never use the 
sports facility but other 
councillors reminded him 
that it was also a youth fa¬ 
cility. 

The councillors agreed 
by majority of five to two, 
to allow a rent free period 
of two years, with a re¬ 


view to a possible reduced 
rent in the third year 
based on takings. Coun¬ 
cillors Angie Singleton 
and Rusty Jackson had 
declared an interest and 
left the room as they are 
members of the new man¬ 
agement committee. 

At that point Councillor 
Teresa Bond said: “This is 
wrong, it’s too unfair, you 
will have my resignation 
in the morning.” 

Mr Bond added: “I can 
only agree, I came to this 
council to help all the 
people of the town, not a 
fortunate few.” 

When Mr and Mrs Bond 
had left, Councillor Mike 
Best asked it be noted that 
they had not taken the op¬ 
portunity to attend the 
meetings and voice their 
opinions at the time when 
the procedure was being 
worked through. 

Councillor Neil 

Sturtivant added: “They 
haven’t done what they 
were elected to do and to 
comment on a meeting 
they couldn’t even be 
bothered to show up to, 
strikes me as sour 
grapes.” 

The remaining council¬ 
lors then took another 
vote to agree a six month 
loan of £20,000 to the 
management committee 
with interest charged at 
the rate they would lose, 
which was very little. 

It was agreed to provide 
the sum for the computer 
out of the contingency 
fund. 

Formal letters of resig¬ 
nation from Mr and Mrs 
Bond were handed to the 
town clerk the following 
day. 

Mrs Bond told The 
Weekender: “It is a great

shame. I spent over an 
hour yesterday morning 
on Henhayes with Angie, 
Jed and Adrian Moore 
(SSDC) assessing the 
condition of the field and 
what needed to be done to 
improve it once the old 
changing block and sports 
club had been demol¬ 
ished. We had agreed 
some interesting improve¬ 
ments which will be put 
to the town's people soon 
for comment. I look for¬ 
ward to seeing the results. 

“Neither Ron, nor I, are 
against the town provid¬ 
ing good changing facili¬ 
ties for the sportsmen and 
women and we believe it 
is essential that the young 
people in our town have 
proper facilities and we 
both fully supported the 
move for the town council 
to take on some of the fi¬ 
nancial burden of provid¬ 
ing youth services. 

“I believe this was dis¬ 
cussed last evening after 
we left. 

“We were against the 
proposal to fell the Lu- 
combe Oak to make way 
for the new centre and we 


believe that the new 
building closes off the 
field from the town. In 
fact the Henhayes Regen¬ 
eration Steering Group is 
now considering putting 
up signs to tell visitors 
and people moving into 
the town that the field is 
there and open to the pub¬ 
lic. 

“Our major concern is 
that the town's taxpayers 
are being asked to take on 
the financial burden of 
providing private bar fa¬ 
cilities for the sports club. 
We do not think that this 
is an appropriate use of 
taxpayers’ money - hence, 
our resignations.” 

The town clerk told the 
remaining councillors that 
the George Reynolds 
Centre had a day one val¬ 
uation of £980,000. 

■ THERE are now three 
vacancies on Crewkerne 
Town Council. 

Unless ten electors sub¬ 
mit a request for an elec¬ 
tion before October 15th 
the vacancies will be 
filled by co-option.

Official opening for 
rebuilt care home

RESIDENTS of the Orchard Care Home in Crewkerne were 
raising a glass of champagne along with the staff on Tues¬ 
day when the Mayor, Councillor Robin Pailthorpe, offi¬ 
cially opened their new building after a blessing by the 
Reverend Jonathan Morris. 

The home is run by the Somerset Redstone Trust, which 
was formed in 2000, and a group of the trustees were pres¬ 
ent for the opening along with the chairman of South Som¬ 
erset District Council Mike Best; presidents of Crewkerne 
Rotary Club and Inner Wheel and the vice chairman of 
trustees for the Henhayes centre. 

The objects of the charity are to promote the relief of peo¬ 
ple who are disadvantaged by virtue of old age or by phys¬ 
ical or mental disability and in particular to provide and 
manage homes for them to live in. The trust owns and man¬ 
ages five care homes including the Orchards which can ac¬ 
commodate 45 residents through all stages of nursing care, 
including end of life. 

Current residents are from Crewkerne ,Wambrook and 
llminster and came from from all walks of life. 

Chief executive of the Somerset Redstone Trust, Mike 
Carter, thanked everybody but quickly passed over to the 
chairman of the trustees Morley Blane, who referred to the 
journey of the building from Ramus House, commissioned 
by Roy Ramus, and the children’s home on the lower prop¬ 
erty showing that the site had a terrific legacy of caring for 
people in need. 

He said: “Everyone thinks we’ve got a terrific building 
here but it wasn’t easy with a site constricted and served by 
a little lane with neighbours and then there were the resi¬ 
dents, some of whom have been here since the scheme 
began.” The thing that got this building built was the peo¬ 
ple, I’d like to thank RG Spiller Limited, a local firm and 
we were glad to be able to award them the work, they did 
a great job.” 

He went on to thank the neighbouring residents for their

communication throughout the scheme and the staff for 
their hard work in coping with the disruption. He added 
that he hoped the Orchards would be regarded as a real 
asset to the community. 

Manager Elaine Brown and Mr Carter gave the VIPs a 
guided tour of the new wings, explaining that as a commu¬ 
nity home they encouraged relatives to visit at any time 
and were starting a breakfast club and Sunday lunch. The 
new and refurbished rooms were all fitted with WiFi so that 
visiting families could use that facility if needed and an¬ 
ticipating further technology in residential care. 

The visitors commented on the quality of finish and par¬ 
ticularly liked the rooms with hoist mechanisms from bed 
to bathroom, which could be attached when needed. Coun¬ 
cillors Best and Pailthorpe both remarked on the impres¬ 
sive man sized bath in the wet room. 

They were also impressed by the various communal areas 
where small kitchen facilities are provided so relatives can 
make a hot drink. Old photographs line the walls, to help 
stimulate memories and one of the corridors has objects 
from yesteryear. The largest lounge area also has a piano 
and former pub landlady Doris Richardson gave everyone 
a tune or two before a buffet lunch was served to all. 
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Gypsy family moves on 
after £45,000 court battle 


A GIFT of land to three villages near Crewkerne is on 
course following the end of a four-year legal battle to 
evict a gypsy family living on it. 

Somerset County Council now plans to proceed with 
the transfer of the wooded beauty spot at Eggwood Hill, 
Lopen, part of which had been occupied by the Hughes 
family since May 2008. 

After the transfer is complete Merriott, Hinton St 
George and Lopen parish councils will own the land 
straddling their boundaries, which is currently used as 
public exercise and relaxation space and was previously 
a roadside highways chipping store.

Cabinet member Councillor David Huxtable said: “I’m 
pleased that the residents have the uninhibited use of 
Eggwood Hill again, and that we can resume the process 
of transferring the land to the three parish councils. The 
county council has been frustrated that the legal process 
of getting our land back has taken so long, so it is good 
that we can now make progress with transferring the land 
for the local residents to enjoy.” 

Eviction of the family had been applied for as long ago 


as 2009 but this time a court-set deadline of September 
18th for the family of eight to move on was met. 

A £1,800 clean-up operation was completed by con¬ 
tractors over the weekend and the site has been perma¬ 
nently secured. Much of what was left behind had been 
burnt, including a static caravan, but gas cylinders and a 
fridge were also found. 

The cleaning bill is on top of more than £45,000 in 
legal expenses and other associated costs paid by the 
council in taking the occupying family to court and se¬ 
curing eviction since they moved onto the land in May 
2008.

The second project will be to improve the footpath 
between Cropmead and Mount Pleasant.

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Masons want to remove the mystery

THE MASONIC Lodge of 
Prudence and Industry in 
Chard opened its doors to 
the public earlier this 
month in an effort to break 
down some barriers and 
bring the community 
closer. 

A group of the Freeman- 
sons put on a display in the 
foyer at the Guildhall and 
others offered a guided 
tour of the lodge itself. 

Master Mike Dadds said 
they had been encouraged 
by the Provincial Grand 


Lodge of Somerset to be¬ 
come more open and visi¬ 
ble to the public in general 
and dispel some of the 
myths surrounding the an¬ 
cient order. 

Deputy Mayor, Council¬ 
lor Jenny Kenton, county 
councillor Jill Shortland 
and town councillor Garry 
Shortland, were all edu¬ 
cated in the activities of 
the Freemasons. 

They were told all ranks 
of society were welcome 
as were all religions; Ma¬ 


sons were not all Chris¬ 
tians but were expected to 
accept some form of belief 
in supreme being. 

He said that although 
they gave a lot to charities, 
because they mostly col¬ 
lected within their own or¬ 
ganisation they were never 
out in the community 
fundraising like other 
groups and hence the gen¬ 
eral population were un¬ 
aware of the work they did. 


His personal charity for 
the year was the Beacon 
Centre. 

Relatively new member 
John Waterhouse said it 
was the social side and the 
equality which had at¬ 
tracted him. 

He said there were few 
places where such a cross 
section of society mixed 
together, and politics and 
religion were never dis¬ 
cussed in the lodge house. 

He said he was a teacher 
and as such had always 
tended to socialise with 
other teachers, now he met 
like-minded people from 
many walks of life. 

The Master explained 
their sober appearance; 
black suits and ties had 
been introduced into the 
lodges after the First World 
War in respect for the 
fallen. 

Prior to that lounge suits 
had been the norm but in 
the last 15 years it had 
been realised that it was 
time to move on as it cre¬ 
ated the wrong impression 
to others. 

He also said that Freema¬ 
sons had been persecuted 
by the Nazis along with 
Jews and Gypsies, forcing 
them to be more secretive 


about their identities to 
others within their local 
communities. Another 
thing they had realised 
needed to change. 

Within the lodge, the 
members were happy to 
answer questions about the 
layout and some of the 
items used in ceremonies, 
much of which was based 
on the Old Testament and 
very symbolic. 

The two large pillars in 
the room, for example, 
represented King 

Solomon’s temple. 

They explained that there 
are women’s lodges and 
some are even talking of 
mixed membership now 
but women were invited to 
social events so they could 


honour them. Having 
heard more about their or¬ 
ganisation, councillor Jill 
Shortland said if they let 
women in, she would be 
the first to join. 

She enjoyed looking at 
all the names of past Mas¬ 
ters written on shields 
around the room and said 
it reminded her of when 
she was mayor and would 
explain to school children 
the history of the names on 
the mayoral chain. 

The Lodge was full of 
history but had a friendly 
feel and the members 
showed they were ordinary 
blokes, friendly, chatty and 
cracking a few jokes along 
the way. 

The Master agreed there 


may have been a few 
brethren in the past who 
used the network for then- 
own gain but that was 
frowned upon and he said 
they had no problem 
showing the door to any¬ 
one who abused their 
ways. 

He admitted they did 
look after their own in that 
if a family was in trouble 
in some way they would 
support and help them but 
they equally supported 
those in need in the wider 
community. 

The Chard Lodge was 
warranted in 1799 but dis¬ 
banded in 1831; no one is 
sure why as the records of 
the time are sketchy. 

It was revived in 1881 by 


Sumner Toms, of the 
Mitchell and Toms cider 
brewery. 

They met in the Guild¬ 
hall and had to put out all 
the heavy chairs and other 
paraphernalia for every 
meeting and then pack it 
away again. 

In 1897 they moved to 
their present position, be¬ 
hind the Phoenix Hotel, 
and were ahead of their 
time with the smoking ban 
which came into force at 
the Lodge in 1911. 

It continues to thrive 
with around 70 subscrib¬ 
ing members while other 
organisations are dwin¬ 
dling in membership, al¬ 
though they only have 
eight meetings a year.

AFTER both experiencing problems with breast 
feeding, friends Becca Moon and Dellie Cotilla from 
Chard took a course in peer support and are now set¬ 
ting up their own local support group.. 

First time mother Becca, 21, hit a very difficult time 
with her own baby Layla who wasn’t feeding properly 
and losing weight. She was told it was a reflux prob¬ 
lem and given medicine which made the baby consti¬ 
pated. 

Volunteer path 
officer needed 

CHARD Town Council is on the hunt for someone fit 
and active who enjoys the outdoors and is willing to 
give some time to become Chard's Parish Paths Liaison 
Officer.

Knowing herself there was more too it, she looked 
for specialist help. There was nowhere locally she 
could go to for advice and ended up having to travel 
to Langport to a lactation consultant. 

Her friend Dellie was also having problems and once 
they got to the specialist advisor, found out that the 
problem wasn’t them, the babies tongues were tied. 

This meant the piece of skin under the tongue which 
attaches it to the bottom of the mouth was too far for¬ 
ward and not allowing the babies to curl their tongues 
in the manner needed to feed effectively. 

The problem was easily remedied with a tiny snip in 
the skin which Becca said the baby hardly noticed but 
some doctors will not perform the procedure and the 
nearest place that would was North Petherton. Once 
the tongue was un-tied, baby Layla put on 12 ounces 
in a week. 

Aware that there was a need in the town for advice 
and support for couples, the two women took the six 
week course in breast feeding peer support, travelling 
to the other side of Shepton Mallett to do it. 

Becca was so passionate about the problem, which 
she was told is fairly common, she also started an on¬ 
line petition to get tongue tied babies treated at birth 
and save a lot of pain and distress to both mother and 
baby. 

The two peer supporters will be holding their first 
weekly drop in group on Thursday, October 4th from 
11:30 am to 12:30pm in the family room at Chard 
Children’s Centre, with support from the health team. 

County councillor Jenny Kenton has given the proj¬ 
ect £500 from her health and well-being budget. 

Mums to be and fathers are welcome too. Becca em¬ 
phasised the importance of partner support. 

She said: “If a man can’t put a bottle in their mouth, 
they think they can’t help but I would have given up 
trying if my partner Andy hadn’t encouraged me to 
carry on.” 

The funding will help towards educational tools and 
information.

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New micro brewery opens in Stocklinch 


ALE enthusiast Kevin 
Jones from Stocklinch 
has realised a life-long 
ambition and opened his 
own micro-brewery. 

A builder and property 
developer by trade, he has 
always had a passion for 
brewing ales, so when the 
economic downturn put a 
stop to his business he de¬ 
cided to follow his dream 
of brewing ales on a com¬ 
mercial scale. 

He explained: “I started 
brewing in my twenties, 
using pots and pans at 
home just for fun. 

“When the building 
trade dried up about two 
years ago, I started work¬ 
ing at the Lyme Regis 
micro brewery to help me 
perfect my craft. 


“When the Manor Farm 
industrial units became 
available in Stocklinch 
where I live, 18 months 
ago, it was just the incen¬ 
tive I needed to make my 
dream of running my own 
micro brewery into a real¬ 
ity!” 

Brewer Kevin uses lo¬ 
cally grown ingredients 
where possible, plus spe¬ 
cial malt which he brings 
in from a supplier in 
Warminster, who is one of 
only two suppliers in the 
whole of the UK that use 
the traditional hand 
turned ‘floor malting’ 
drying process, which in 
his view produces better 
quality malt. 

Three ales are currently 
on offer: Black Smock, a 


rich dark ale named after 
a Sedgemoor pub Kevin 
and his wife Jackie used 
to visit; Rusty Boiler, 
named after the old heater 
used in the production 
process; and Ramblers 
Gold, which derives its 
name from a friend’s pic¬ 
turesque smallholding on 
Exmoor. 

A few new additions are 
about to be launched, in¬ 
cluding a dark brown bit¬ 
ter, Gunner Boyce, named 
after his grandfather who 
served in the Royal Horse 
Artillery, plus Scallions 
Ketch (a free pint to the 
first reader who works 
out how that name was 
derived!) which is a mid 
brown best bitter. 

He is also working on a 


green ale which uses 
green hops and invites 
readers to think of a name 
for this golden light brew. 

Kevin provides his ales 
at outdoor catering events 
such as weddings and is 
starting to sell into local 
pubs like the Duke of 
York in Shepton 
Beauchamp, The Halfway 
House in Pitney, The 
Hatch Inn in Hatch 
Beauchamp, The Candle¬ 
light in Bishopswood and 
The Nags Head in Thorn- 
falcon. 

He has had a great re¬ 
ception and commented: 
“The pubs seem to like 
traditional handcrafted 
ales. 

“I brew with passion 
and try my best to get it 
tasting full bodied, well 
conditioned and bursting 
with flavour!” 

Owner of the Manor 
Farm units, Brian 
Faulkner said he was 
pleased to see new life 
being brought into the 
rural community and 
commented: “Stocklinch 
Ales has put Stocklinch 
on the map and 
offers a nice place for 
people to meet up in a ca¬ 
sual and relaxed atmos¬ 
phere.” 


Bumpy Lane under investigation

used track referred to as'Bumpy Lane' 
in August, a notice was posted by SCC 
on Friday, September 21 st. 

It states under the Wildlife and Coun¬ 
tryside act of 1981 that an investiga¬ 
tion is due to commence shortly and 
urges anyone with a land owning in¬ 


terest or with information on the use 
of the route to contact the county 
council Rights Of Way officer.

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■ SOMETHING DIFFERENT FOR APPLE DAY: Fruit farmer 
Jonathan Hoskyns from North Perrott 


NORTH Perrott Fruit Farm will be pressing ahead with their 
42nd Apple Day this October, despite what may well turn 
out to be one of the trickiest apple crops in living memory. 

To mark the occasion farmer Jonathan Hoskyns, with a lit¬ 
tle help from his friends, has constructed a giant figure from 
round bales on the edge of one of his orchards, pointing the 
way to the event which takes place over two days, October 
13th and 14th. The jolly straw giant has a broad smile and 
set of buttons made from clay pigeons and has become 
rather a talking point in the village. 

Mr Hoskyns said: “It is an interesting fact that 
today, there are more apple trees planted in back 
gardens than in British orchards but word on the 
street is that the back garden crop is very light 
this year and combined with the small Cox’s 
Orange Pippin Crop, this could lead to a dis¬ 
tinct shortage of apples. 

“In the early 1970s, my father first started 
holding a farm open day in early October, 
as soon as the apple harvest was over. Over 
40 years later, the event has blossomed into 
something bigger, not only celebrating our 
own apples and pears but also local crafts 
and artists. For the first time, this year the 
North Perrott Art Exhibition will be held 
alongside the well- established apple tasting 
and craft fair to make the event a really 
mouth-watering showcase for local fruit, 
food, art and crafts.” 

The weekend promises to be the culmina¬ 
tion of a rather extraordinary year. In April, 
the farm was invited to take part in the 
Queen’s Diamond Jubilee exhibition of 
local produce, skills and heritage in the Vic¬ 
toria Hall, Crewkerne. Jonathan and wife Anwen were pre¬ 
sented to HM Queen Elizabeth and the Duke of Edinburgh 
and spoke about Parrett Brand juices and the Queen re¬ 
sponded with details about her own apple juice that is made 
on the her Sandringham Estate. 

At the Royal Bath & West Show, Parrett brand apple juices 
won the Blended Apple Juice category and came third in the 
single variety category. The farm has also had a high profile 
during the Olympics because Jonathan’s father was a six 


times Olympian and his two silver Olympic medals 
for fencing have been on display in the farm shop dur¬ 
ing the London 2012 games. 

Entrance to the apple day is free and exhibitions start 
from 11am on both days, finishing at 4pm. Everything 
is undercover but visitors are advised to be prepared 
for a short walk between the car park, the farm shop 
and the barns where the art and craft fair is located.

WHEN I looked at this fixture I felt that Chard 
would find playing at the Camborne Rec. an in¬ 
teresting, although not perhaps a rewarding ex¬ 
perience.
